DEMAND FOR SURRENDER 


Is Politely Refused in Note From Gen. 


Diaz. 


Vera Cruz, Oct. 22.—A demand for the 


surrender'of the city was sent yesterday 
jy Gen. Beltran, the commander of the 
federal troops. The letter was brought 
to the rebel lines by Capt. Limon and 
was couched in-most polite terms, con- 
cluding-with the-intimation that if the 
rebels did not surrender duty would 
oblige the federal 'commander to use 
force. 


When the loyal emissary entered the 


city he embraced the revolutionary coro- 
net who met him. They had been tchool- 
mates. 


Gen. Felix Diaz replying to the nota 


thanked Gen. Beltran for the -polite 
form of the communication and said he 
was sorry the situation would compel 
him to offer a forcible defense. At the 
same time he asked Gen. Baltran to fix 
the longest possible time for the evacua- 
tion of the city by the non-combatants. 


Gen. Diaz then sent copies of both 


communications to • the foreign' consuls; 
asking that foreigners in the city should 
make an inventory of the effects left be- 
hind .wheh.,they moved out and promising 
to indemnify them' as soon as -possible 
for the damage that might be entailed 
by .the battle.

Indianapolis, Oct.. 22.—Further -widen- 


ing of the scope of evidence to be intro- 
duced at the ."dynamite conspiracy" trial 
was ordered under rulings by Federal 
Judge A. B. Anderson today.

He has kept alive for months pieces 


of heart tissue taken from baby chicks. 
Early in May lait Dr. Carrel announced 
his discovery of prolonging heart life 
after removal from the body to which 
the heart belonged. Immediately there 
was great speculation in scientific cir- 
cles as to 
.whether "permanent life" 


might not be possible.

spleens, hearts and livers of chickens anc 
skins of frogs. The reason for these ex- 
periments i« explained by Dr. Carrel. 


."I wish to find a method by which

"It would be very convenient for sur 


geons to keep in store pieces of skin 
bone, cartilage, 
blood vessels, perito 


neum and fat ready to be used. I have 
attempted to preserve the tissue out 
side of the organism in a condition o 
latent or active life." 


Dr. Carrel has a. remarkable list o 


surgical achievements. 


He has taken kidneys from two cat* 
nd exchanged them. 
Both cats lived, 


be 
transplanted 
organs 
performing 


heir proper 
functions 
in their new 


lomes. 
He transplanted legs of dogs, and the 
logs 
thrived 
with ' the 
"borrowed" 


irnbs. He even transplanted dogs' lieadu 
vith sufficient success to warrant him 
n saying that future operations of a 
limilar kind may be easily made. 


He has kept arteries preserved in 


lermetically scaled tubes at a tempera- 
,urc a little above the freezing point 
and then successfully transferred them 
o living animals. 
He has taken arteries from an ampu- 


tated human leg and put them in a 
dog's leg, and that dog's blood now 
pours through arteries once in a human 
body. 


Excepting in blood transfusioa, Dr. 


Carrel's experiments have been mainly 
upon animals. 
It is said that he could 


by taking various parts of different an- 
imals build up a new living creature, 
but that is farther from his plans. 


"What 1 hope to do.'1 he explainer, 


"is to make human life longer and I 
experiment on animals solely with that 
aim." 


Dr. Carrel is a bachelor, just under 


40 He was born _near Lyons, France, 
and was-graduated" from, the University 
of Lyons in 1900. In 1005 he conducted 
some' experiments at McOill university, 
Montreal. Then the Chicago university 
heard of the wonderful young surgeon 
and "annexed'1 him. 


In 1009 he shifted to the Rockefellers 


institute for medical research in Now 
York city.

complainant when she took the stand. 
The lawyers attempted to show that 
Headlee broke the engagement when he 
learned that she was a divorced woman. 


In answer to this Miss Ballman in- 


troduced letters written 
by Headlee 


showing that he knew she had been di- 
vorced in 1907 from a St. Louis shoe 
salesman, ou

Clearing Way for Attack on 


Turks at Xain Objec- 


tive Point*. 


SERVIANS FORCE 
IT 


London, Oct. 22.—The armies of Servia, 


Bulgaria and Greece continue to clear 
their way to their main objective points, 
the Turkish fortresses of J'skup Adrian- 
oplc and Servia, the last of these a Turk- 
ish town on the Grecian frontier.. 


Greek armies have crossed the Turkish 


frontier at two points. In Epirus at the 
western end they have occupw-d the 
heights of Grirobovo. while at the east 
•they are pursuing the Turkish troop? 
to their base at' Servia, where an im- 
portant battle is expected to be fought, 
and the taking of which ,by the Greeks 
would carry them'appreciably nearer to 
the Monastier and Saloniki road. 


The Servian armies, are probably hav- 


ing the hardest fighting at the present 
moment. They are operating toward 
U'kup and Prishtina and further north 
in the district of Xovipazar, and have 
to contend nofonly -against Turkish reg- 
ulars but also against the Arnauts. who 
are fierce fighting Albanian tribesmen. 
One of their armies had advanced as far 
as the outskirts of Kuananova, the 
principal town between the Servian fron- 
tier and TJskup. The Servians have se-. 
cured possession of the mountain pass 
leading to1 Prishtina. 


No news of importance has come from 


the Bulearian frontier today and_ this 
leads military authorities to suggest that 
Kinp Ferdinand will not attempt to rush 
the fortress of Adriano'ple. but will mask 
it snd move.round it to the east or the 
west. 
The reported intention of the 


Bulgarian army to give Adrianople the 
go-by and to head direct for Constanti- 
nople is dismissed as impracticable by 
military men. 


The town of Kirk-Messes is still held 


by the Turks, although it was rumored 
today that the Bulgarians had taken the 
outer positions. 
This, however, lacks 


confirmation.

The western Bulgarian array, like the 


Servian armies, in .fighting against large 
bodies of tribesmen assisted by Turkish 
artillery, and from all accounts there has 
been some stiff skirmishing in which tho 
Bulgarians have been victorious.

His Report Tells About 


Progress 


SHOWN IN THE SOUTH 


Tuskegee. Ala.. Oct. 22.—Booker 
T. 


AVajhington. principal of the Tuskege* 
Institute, describe* the progress of negro 
education in his annual report to the 
board of trustees. Emphasis was laid on 
the efforts to induce negroes to buy 
land, improve, their farming methods 
and obtain hett'r teachers and clergy- 
ment. The rer>ort say*: 


"It is gratifying to note the increased 


interest that some of the white farmer* 
of the south are taking in the s-ubject of 
agricultural education for the negro. At 
our last 
farmers' 
conference $250 in 


prizes were distributed to negro fanners 
in Macon county. This money was given 
by the white planters and merchants and 
bankers of the county in order to en- 
courage better farming. 


"The large increase in the amount of 


property owned by negroes is. I am fjnite 
pure, due in no small part to the teach- 
ing that has gone out from the annual 
Tuskegee negro conference, and similar 
agencies. 


"I find that the value of the domestic 


animals which the negro farmers of the 
south own increased during the last ten 
years' from $85.000,000 
(•> $177.000.000, 


or 168 per cent; poultry from $1,000.000 


j to $5.000.000, or 2.i per i-ent: imple- 


ments and machinery from $15,000.000 to 
536,000.000, or 100 per cent; land and 
buildings from ?<i9,000.000 to $273.000,- 
000, or 203 per cent. 


• "From 19(10 to 1910 the total value of 
farm property owned by the colored 
farmers of the 
south increased 
from 


$177.000,000 to $493,000,000, or 177 per 
cent."
